impossible to show them in flat cases, we place them in wall cases. 
This may be done by tipping the back board slightly and arranging them 
in rows on small strips of wood so that they can be kept in place. If 
; the board is absolutely perpendicular it is necessary to fasten the Tale: 
medals. This we do by three small brass nails, two at the bottom and one | 
~ at the top, the head of which just clamps over the medal. Extreme care 
must of course be used in driving these nails in so as not to injure the 
medal. We also use for this a} small brass L~shaped hook, after cutting 
off most of the tent nart of the hook sé that it does not cover up the 
medal too mich. In all these methods of course only one side of the medal 
ean be shown. This is obviated by having a duplicate set. , 


Another method so as to show both sides of a medal is a swinging 
case fastened to a pillar orn a wall or somé other’ support with glass on f 
each side. The mount used is perforated with holes the exact size of the 
medals which are placed therein and the glass on each side fitted close 
to the thickest medal. This is a rather elaborate and expensive method.
